Notes :— 
1. The estimates of employment given in Tables 2 and 3 are derived from three main sources :— 
(a) monthly employment in factories, as recorded in the annual factory censuses; 
(b) monthly returns from governmental authorities; and 
(c) monthly returns supplied by employers for purposes of Commonwealth pay-roll taxation. 


These are supplemented by some other direct records of monthly employment (e.g. hospitals) and by estimates 
of the number of employees outside the scope of the main sources. 


The numbers of factory employees shown for months subsequent to June, 1960 are estimates which are subject 
to revision in the light of the results of the factory census for 1960-61. 


2. Workers in rural industry, females in private domestic service, members of the full-time defence forces at 
home or abroad, and National Service Trainees in camp are excluded. 


3. The estimates are designed to measure monthly trends in employment in the defined field. They are 
compiled on an establishment or enterprise basis, and therefore do not cover exactly the same area of industry as the 
industry tabulations compiled on the occasion of a population census from the schedules provided by individuals.
